Its regret was th at so highly civilized 
a country should fail in the fulfillm ent of its 
duties td the cause of justice and morality. 
In conclusion Marquis di Radial gave ex­ 
pression to the hope that notw ithstanding the 
occurrence o« 
soma 
incidents which were 
greatly to be re^rett 
in the controversy 
between Italy and America, m eans of concilia­ 
tion honorable to both countries would bo 
found. 
In tho course of his reply to the interpella­ 
tions the prem ier said th at on learning of the 
certainty that four of the lynched men were 
Italians tho Italian governm ent immediately 
directed the a ’tention of tho U nited States 
government to the m atter and received from 
th a t 
governm :ut 
satisfactory 
assurances, 
which were afterw ards personally confirmed 
by Mr. Porter, th ; U nited S tates minister. 
The prem ier then read the tele .ram which 
President Harrison sent to the governor of the 
state of Louisiana March 1*1. and added that 
the Italian government. Uke President Harri­ 
son. demanded th at the 
guilty parties be 
brought to Justice and th at indem nity be grant­ 
ed to the families of th^ victims. 
As the action of the United States, continued 
the prem ier, had not corresponded with its 
promises, the Italian governm ent was con 
•trained to demand a formal assurance that the 
guilty parties should b*\ denounced and that 
tho title to Indemnity should be admitted in 
principle. The United States government, how*. 
ever, failed to givethis assurance, replying that 
the constitution of the 
United States did 
not permit the federal governm ent 
to in­ 
terfere in state affairs. 
Tho prem ier then pro­ 
ceeded to give a detailed account of the nego­ 
tiations between the Italian and American 
governments, ending with the order to Baron 
Fava to take ais departure on leave of absence, 
teeing th at he had proved the futility of diplo­ 
m atic action. The M arquis Imperial! was in­ 
structed te s ta te th at the incident would not 
be closed until the federal governm ent had ex­ 
plicitly declared th at legal proceedings against 
the lyncher-! would tie prom ptly begun. 
The prem ier’s words were listened to 
w ith close attention, and when he re­ 
sumed iiis seat the whole chamber, ir­ 
respective of parties, cheered vigorous­ 
ly.

The Opinione applauds the declara­ 
tion of Prem ier di Kudini, but says the 
public ought to reserve its judgm ent on 
the affair until the text of Mr. Blaine’s 
last note is known. 
The Capitan Fracassa says:

Blaine’s note to M arquis di itudini is 
justifiably proud and caustic, coming 
as it does from the lips of a minister,/)! a 
great peeple; but its substance is less 
severe. 
While affecting to concede 
nothing, Mr. Blaine really indicates to 
Italy the path it should follow in order 
to obtain justice.”

The m arquis added th a t he 
preferred not to say anything fu rth er 
while aw aiting the receipt of the full 
text of Mr. Blaine's reply except th a t 
he was now and had alw ays been sin­ 
cerely desirous of a friendly solution of 
the difficulties at present existing be­ 
tw een the Italian governm ent and the 
government of the United States. 
Though the full correspondence given 
out in W ashington was telegraphed to 
London and

published in the 
English papers only a sum m ary was 
telegraphed from London to the Italian 
papers on account of their d isin clin e 
tion to pay the tolls from London foe 
the full correspondence. 
M arquis di Rudini is well disposed 
tow ard the United States governm ent, 
and a satisfactory settlem ent of the 
dispute w ill certainly be found.

All intelligent and unbiased 
Italians look upon the affair w ith pa­ 
tience and common sense.

IHE DAY AT KANSAS UUY. 
K ansas City, Mo., April 17.—The in­ 
terest in the w estern states commercial 
congress now centers in the report of 
the com m ittee on resolutions. 
The 
com m ittee com pleted its w ork T hurs­ 
day afterntxm and the report w illl bo 
subm itted to-day. 
The action of the 
com m ittee w as not unanimous, and 
there will be a • m inority re p o rt Tho 
m ajority and m inority reports agree in 
all respects, however, excepting on 
three resolutions, as follows: 
1. Favoring free coinage of silver. 
2. Favoring the issue of legal-tender notes re­ 
deemable in gold and silver in quantity auf* 
flcisnt to do the business of the country. 
8. Favoring a tariff for revenue only. 
Upon these three propositions tho 
m em bers of the com m ittee could not 
agree. 
The m ajority favored the prop­ 
ositions and the m inority opposed them. 
W hen it came to a vote as to whether 
they should be included in the report 
the vote stood ll for and 8 against. Tho 
m inority will present a report expres­ 
sive of their views on the subject. 
The other resolutions, which Will bo 
included iii both reports, praise Secre­ 
tary Rusk for his conduct of the affairs 
of tke agricultural departm ent and 
favor the im provem ent of the Missis­ 
sippi river; the irrigation by the n a­ 
tional governm ent of arid lands; the 
consum m ation of treaties of reciprocity 
w ith the countries w ith which the 
U nited States exchanges products; the 
construction by the federal governm ent 
of a deep w ater harbor on the gulf of 
Mexico. 
Jam es Peabody, of Chicago, read 
a paper on “ Railroad Pools.” 
His 
argum ent w as on the assertion th a t it 
Wras not so much low rates th at people 
needed as it was stable rates. 
His 
paper w as w ell received. 
Gen. Charles W. Blair, of Kansas, 
read a paper on transportation as af­ 
fecting commerce and finance. 
He 
said the basis principle of his argument 
was the government was the best 
which governed the 
least. 
Apply­ 
ing this principle to legislation as 
affecting finance he said the govgjm- 
m ent ought 
to 
provide 
as much 
money as was necessary to carry on 
the country's business, and then leave 
the question of finance alone. 
In a 
like m anner the 
governm ent ought 
also to keep its hands off commerce 
and transportation and let them be gov­ 
erned by natural laws. He thought 
there was too much legislation and laid 
at the doors of congress the 
loss 
of American shipping from the seas. 
He predicted that if a change was not 
made soon there would come a total 
loss of foreign trade. 
He said he want­ 
ed free trade but wanted it qualified by 
reciprocity. 
Ile wanted no legislation 
tending to centralization. 
William E. Sweppe. president of the 
Wholesale Grocers’ association of St.

Beeswax. 
Tho question is often asked by ama­ 
teurs “ Do bees make wax?” Tile an­ 
swer is Yes. 
Wax is n natural secre­ 
tion of the honey bees, formed in deli­ 
cate scales on the under side of tho 
abdomen. 
While it is formed to some 
extent in activity, it is formed in largest 
quantities in repose, while tho bees are 
quietly clustering inside tho hive. Wax 
is used by tho l>ees for comb building. 
The production of each pound requires 
in the neighborhood of twenty pounds 
of honey. 
Another thing that puzzles beginners 
is how to reader old combs without an 
extractor. We give a plan recommended 
by Root in his work on bee culture. It 
is simply a largo honey barrel having a 
basket made of perforated zinc suspended 
in it by a hoop that rests on tho top of 
tho barrel. 
A steam pip© throws a 
strong jet of steam into this basket,-and 
all one has to do is to shovel on the old 
comb in any quantity. 
Tho wax is 
found in the basket.
